Honaner in- 
suled that it waa indispensible to 
leave tbe mass a few hours to itself, 
and the laboratory was, therefore, at 
ways carefully locked np for the 
mirht. The poor boy ou that occa 
sion caught a cold iu his head, and 
the ir impressible sueez-s led to the 
detection of the trick. Another, a 
«J»m adept, used to stir the fused 
mass with »iiuk of wood d"'l|y bored 
at one end and filled with gold, 
which readily dropped into the mass. 
A servant of his always managed to 
put a few of these so prepared sticks 
upon the bucdle of wood which his 
master used to stir tbe mixture with 
This trick was also detected in the 
end and visited with condign punish 
meat.
